WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—(#)—A 
call by President Roosevelt for a two- 
year extension of NRA, with a tight- 
ening of its anti-trust provisions, to- 
day stirred in a sentiment 
that promised action in favor of the 
business “‘little fellow.” 

In heavy majerity, 
leaders praised that part of the presi- 
dent's special message which said, in 
effect, that additional safeguards were 
needed against monopolies. 

Smooth sailing in the extension of 
NRA was far from assured, however. 
Hardly had the Roosevelt message 
reached the capitol when Senator Wag- 
ner, democrat, New York, asserted he 
' would reintroduce tomorrow his labor 
disputes bill.

has heen destructive price cuting. 

“The monopolist drove small con- 
eerns out of business by cutting prices 
‘and then put its own prices up. Con- 
cress must determine whether price 
eontrols which prevent competition 
are to be banned.”’

Measure Authorizes $60,- 


000,000 for Loans to Na-. q

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—())— 
President Roosevelt today signed the 
bill authorizing $60,000,000 for loans 
to farmers for purchasing seed and 
proposed that the funds be taken from 
the $880,000,.000 relief amount in the 
work and relief bill now pending in 
congress. 

Mr. Roosevelt wrote a_ letter te 
Speaker Byrns containing the sugges- 
tion. 

He pointed out that this means of 
obtaining the funds would bring about 
no increase in the government's budget 
for the new year. 

The letter follows: } 

“T have the honor to transmit here- 

with for the consideration of congress 
a draft of a proposed provision max- 
ing available to the farm credit admin- 
istration the amount of not to exceed 
$80.000.000 to carry into effect the 
provisions of the act entitled ‘an act 
to provide for loans to farmers for 
crop production and harvesting during 
the year and for other purposes, ap- 
proved February 20, 1935. 

Midwest to Benefit. 


“This provision will enable the $60,- 
N0),000 heing made available to the 
farm credit administration from the 
appropriation for relief purposes 48 
carried in house joint resolution No. 
117. 74th congress, first session, as 
passed by the house of representatives 
on January 24, 1935. 

“The $60,000,000 required for mak- 
ing these loans to farmers is for relief 
purposes principally in the drouth- 
stricken areas and should therefore be 
defrayed from the general appropria- 
tion for relief purposes contained in 
house joint resolution No. 177. 

“As the contemplated expenditures 
from the pending relief appropriation 
are included in the 1956 budget, the 
inclusion of the $60,000,000 within 
such contemplated expenditures will 
not have the effect of inc reasing the 
hudget estimate of expenditures.”

More than 10,000 families are being | 


assisted by the rural rehabilitation 
farm program of the Georgia emer- 
gency relief administration and this 
number will be increased to 12,000 
during 1935, Miss Gay B. Shepper- 
son, GERA administrator, said Wed- 
nesday. 

Last fall the rural division, headed 
by R. L. Vansant, agricultural expert, 
made plans to accept a minimum of 
10,000 families for the 1935 program. 
This goal, however, has already been 
reached and it is estimated the pro- 
gram will include as many as 12,000 
on a full subsistence farm basis. 

A total of 36.812 acres of farm land 
has been purchased in Georgia and 
528,727 acres rented for rehabilitation 
purposes. Families placed on the farms 
will liquidate their indebtedness to the 
GERA through farm produce, work 
on self-liquidating projects or from 
funds received from outside employ- 
ment. They will no longer be per- 
mitted to liquidate’ their accounts 
through work on public projects as 


was the case in 1934, according to 


Miss Shepperson. 


The rural rehabilitation program is | 


designed to make hundreds of rural 
families, formerly on the relief rolls, 
self-supporting. Launched last April. 
the program has been so successful 
that Miss Shepperson and her asso- 
ciates have been accorded high praise 
by A. H. Ward, regional adviser of 
the Washington administration.

Of the 150,000 dimes needed to 
build healthy and proper homes for 
the animals and birds at Grant park, 
donated to the city by Asa G. Can- 
dler Jr., exactly 23,430 had been re- 
ceived Wednesday night by Lewis F. 
Gordon, treasurer of the fund, at the 
Citizens & Southern National bank 
on Marietta street. 

The Candler collection, probably 
the finest privately owned zoo in the 
country, cannot be transferred to 
Grant park until the proper quarters 
are erected to house them. Mr. Can- 
dler has given the beasts and the 
birds to the city, but the only way 
the necessary money for these homes 
can be raised is by voluntary subscrip- 
tion, hence the urgency of this appeal 
for dimes, dimes and more dimes. At 
the rate the pile is growing it will 
take several months to reach the 
goal of 150,000. 

Many business firms have loyally 
aided in this civic effort by subscrib- 
ing a dime each for their employes, 
officers and complete personnel, but 
far more have not yet qualified for 
listing in the 100 per cent hoMor roll. 

Two or three of Atlanta’s civic or 
luncheon clubs are likewise now listed 
as 100 per centers, but more have not 
yet reported to the treasurer. 

Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts, Camp 
Fire Girls and other organizations of 
young people are represented on the 
list by one or two troops each, but 


there are several score such troops in 


the city, each of which should see 
that every member and leader gives 
a dime to this fund. 

Several Sunday school classes have 


_given for every member, but the num- 
_ber is negligible compared to the total 


of Sunday school classes in the city. 
Similar situation exists as to other 
groups of. organizations and it is evi- 
dent that all must come in, 100 per 
cent, if the 150,000 dimes are to be 
accumulated. 

In fact, to offset children who can- 
not afford even a dime, it is necessary 


that Atlantatrs who ¢an give substan- 
tial sums should do so at once. Some 
have, subscriptions as high as 1,000 
'dimes having been received from indi- 
viduals, but there are many more who 
'can easily give this amount, or more, 


for a cause like this.

Mary Mapes Dodge became the 
founder and first editor of “St. Nic- 
holas,” a magazine which grew to 
have wide favor.
